village where they made thelr home, and so

Tt is'a yseful, bot by no means a necessary 
quehfication of the bully, that he should be a 
poor man, with nothing to lose... af 
Poverty in ‘China {s often a aynonym for the 
moat abject misesy and want., The entire posses. 
sions of great numbers of the people would not 
-amountdn valueto five dollars, and thousands of 
Ptrsons mever know whence the next meal is to 
ceme, Sucl persons would in European coun- 
tries constitnte what are called "the dangerous 
classes.” In China, unless thelr distress is 
‘ex'reme, they do not mass themselves, and they 
seldom wage war agelnst society az a. whole,
